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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections - 35 USC§112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 30-32 and 51-53 recite the limitation "said CT image" in line 2 of claims 30 and 
5 1 . There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-29 and 33-50 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
claims address an apparatus, method, and computer program that generates a linear attenuation 
map from pixel data where the mapping function is chosen base on the conformance of the pixel 
to a predetermined range. This feature is neither shown nor fairly suggested in the prior art. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Besson, US 2004/026426 Al - 28 Al shop comparing a pixel to a threshold.
